SECOND AMENDMENT TO THE AMENDED AND RESTATED NORTHEAST CORRIDOR 


SERVICES AGREEMENT BETWEEN NJ TRANSIT AND 
THE NATIONAL RAILROAD PASSENGER CORP. 


This Second Amendment to the Amended and Restated Northeast Corridor Services 
Agreement (“Amendment’), effective July 1st, 2020, is between New Jersey Transit 
Corporation, a public instrumentality of the State of New jersey, acting for itself and its 
subsidiary New Jersey Transit Rail Operations, Inc. (hereinafter collectively "N] TRANSIT"), 
and the National Railroad Passenger Corporation {hereinafter “Amtrak"), a corporation 
organized under the Rail Passenger Service Act and the laws of the District of Columbia. 
Throughout this Amendment, NJ TRANSIT and Amtrak are collectively referred to as the 
“Parties.” 


WHEREAS, Amtrak owns the Northeast Corridor ("NEC") rail line from Washington 
DC to New York City, New York; and 


WHEREAS, NJ TRANSIT is authorized to operate rail passenger service in New Jersey 
and between points in New Jersey and points in other states pursuant to the New Jersey 
Public Transportation Act of 1979, as amended; and 


WHEREAS, the Parties entered into the Northeast Corridor Services Agreement 
between the New Jersey Transit Corporation and National Railroad Passenger Corporation 
dated July 1, 1993 (“NECSA”); and 


WHEREAS, NJ TRANSIT and Amtrak entered into the Amended and Restated NEC 
Services Agreement effective October 1, 2015 (“Amended NECSA’); 


WHEREAS, the Amended NECSA provides that Amtrak shall qualify NJ TRANSIT 
crews as a sole-benefit cost; and 


WHEREAS, NJ] TRANSIT and Amtrak have entered into a Memorandum of 
Understanding dated March 31, 2020 (“Memorandum of Understanding”}, which documents 
a revised process for crew qualification, and the Parties now desire to amend the Amended 
NECSA to adopt and incorporate the crew qualification process set forth in the Memorandum 
of Understanding. 


NOW THEREFORE, in consideration of the mutual promises and of other good and 
valuable consideration, the receipt and sufficiency of which are hereby acknowledged, the 
Parties agree as follows: 


1. The recitals contained in the WHEREAS clauses are hereby incorporated as if fully set 
forth in this Amendment. 
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2. Section 3.6(c)of the Amended N ECSA is hereby deleted and replaced with: 


Nj TRANSIT shall qualify its own crews. The process is 
documented in the March 31, 2020 Memorandum of 
Understanding which is incorporated into this Agreement as 
Exhibit C. 


3. Exceptas modified by this Amendment, the Amended NECSA remains in full force and 
effect.
